Thank you for the images. They are 
what is known as lithographic images, 
basically printed on the glass, of the 
variety called Panorama slides. These 
lithographic examples were produced in 
large quantities in Continental Europe, 











especially in Germany by such companies as Ernst 
Plank (the probable makers of yours), Bing etc and 
by such firms as Lappiere in France. They would 
date from around 1890 - 1900 and were made in 

a whole range of sizes from 4’’x 1/2” to 3 1/2”’x 
11”, for use in the tin plate toy magic lanterns for 
children. The continuous images on yours appear to 
be a ‘cowboys and indians’ story, though I am not 
aware of its title. The four images of two gentlemen 
on the one slide are half of a set of 8 of a fishing 
story - I think it may be called ‘Jones goes Fishing’ 
but would need to check up to be sure. Almost all 
the toy lanterns made in Germany were made in the 
town of Nuremberg, where the industry first had 


I have a tin plate magic lantern by E Plank 
in its original box with slides which have 
just the same coloured paper binding as 
yours have. 


There is a fine book on toy magic lanterns 
by Ernst Hrabalek that covers almost the 
entire range of toy lanterns and the slides 
that went with them. 


I hope this may help a bit. If you need any 
further assistance do let me know.

Thank you for your enquiry, and do please 
send the pictures to me. As you are no doubt 
aware, advertising lantern slides were used in 
conjunction with movie films right up to the 
post-war period in both USA and UK, though 
I can’t speak for Argentina. Certainly the 
format of 2x3 inches rather suggests that they 
might be late examples produced with a film 
base rather than printed on glass as the earlier 
ones were. Usual North American format was 
3.25”x4” and 3.25” square in UK. 
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I may be able to suggest more when the images 
arrive, or could pass them on to others who may 
have more information. 


If you have a mind to publish your research, I feel 
sure the editor of the journal of the Magic Lantern 
Society of US and Canada would be pleased to hear 
from you.

Hello Georgina 

I don’t think these are magic lantern 
slides, as the tissue paper on the back 
would make the image very poor if 
projected. Also the format isn’t right 
for a lantern - the glass is too large and 
the frame too small. The condenser lens 
on a lantern is typically about 5 inches 
in diameter, so that a 3 inch square 
image would sit in the centre of the 
lens. The frame of the slide needs to be 
big enough to mask out the rest of the 
condenser, which your images wouldn’t 
do with their small frames. I think they 
were for rear illumination in some form 
of static advertising display - something 
like a light box - on which they could 
be placed, perhaps with a large cover glass to 
protect them from public fingers. It would be 
interesting to know! For a slide you need the best 
and sharpest detail possible, as the slide may well 
have to be projected on to a huge screen like a 
cinema has. The tissue paper acts as a diffuser 
and is not what you want for projection. The 
images do look like the 1930s, but I haven’t seen 
anything like them here. Maybe one needs to 
research the history of advertising in Argentina? 


Do let me know if you find anything else about 
them.

Last Friday Sarah Dellmann defended her 
thesis “Images of Dutchness. Popular Visual 
Media, the Emergence of National Clichés 
and the Creation of Supposed Common 
Knowledge about the Netherlands and the 
Dutch (1800-1914)” at the University of 
Utrecht. Nearly all the Dutch lanternists were 
present at the ceremony. 


This was a unique project. Sarah catalogued, 


researched and analyzed thousands of images, 


among which nearly all the photographic 
Slide sets about The Netherlands produced by 
foreign slides makers.
